conflict developed today between the 
Hoover

president of the island republic. 


The Hoover commission, which is 


here in course of a tour of the na- 
tion, telephoned Port-au-Prince that 
President Borno must keep his prom- 
ise given Sunday to permit selection 
of a provisional government which 


• would act until a constitutional gov- 


ernment could be placed in power. 


President Borno's answer, as tele- 


phoned here, was that he was still 
president of the country and would 
do as he pleased. 


The commission today was consid- 


ering- issuance of an ultimatum to 
Borno in which he would be informed 
that he must take all the consequenc- 
es politically and personally if 
he 


refused to adhere to the arrangement 
agreed upon Sunday. 


This ultimatum if issued would 


virtually 
withdraw 
all 
protection 


from him, and he might then be in 
danger of his life, so intense is pub- 
lic feeling. 


BORNO'S MESSAGE 


M. Borno told prefects o£ all dis- 


tricts that the qouncll of state, a body 
of .personal avkpointees, would elect 


His message to them said: 
"It is false that a provisional gov- 


ernient will be formed as agitators 
are trying to have the people believe. 
The presidential elections will take 
place April 14 by the council of state 
and President Eorno will not leave 
the palace until May 15. Thei-e you 
have the exact truth which must be 
understood by the population. With 
regard to legislative elections they 
will not take place sooner than the 
nearest date fixed in the constitution, 
which is January 10, 1932." 


W. Cameron Forbes, chairman of 


the commission and Henry P. Fletch- 
er immediately telephoned Brigadier 
General John H. Russell, American 
high commissioner, asking 
that a 


new message bo sent to the prefects 
informing them of the commission's 


Hjlan for a. provisional government 


in accordance with 
arrangements 


agreed upon over the weekend. 


At the same time Mr. Forbes tele- 


phoned James Clement Dunn, counsel- 
lor for the commission who had re- 
mained in Port-au-Prince, to tell the 
capital press that the country was 
certain to have a provisional govern- 
ment and then legislative election to 
bo followed by evacuation of United 
States marines and officials as soon 
as possible. 


Tho commissioners will 
remain 


here today unless untoward compli- 
cations arise in the Capital, leaving 
aboard the Rochester tonight. They 
hope to sail for the United 
about March IS.

London —<JP)— Although 22 per- 


sons in Mahatma Gandhi's college of 
devotees at Sabararnati, near Ahma- 
dabad, have been stricken with small- 
pox, and three are dead, Gandhi him- 
self has not been deterred from his 
intention of beginning tomorrow the 
march 
to Jalapura which will in- 


augurate his civil disobedience cam- 
paign. 


The correspondent of the London 


Daily Express visited the "Ashram" 
on Monday, and in a dispatch to his 
paper compared it to an army head- 
quarters in. war time with messen- 
gers coming and going and thousands 
of letters pouring in by every mail. 


Gandhi himself was observing his 


weekly day of silence, but in its 
course visited the 
isolation 
tents 


where the smallpox patients were 
confined. He observed them without 
speaking a word. 


The correspondent was led 
by 


Gandhi to his sleeping quarters on 
the banks of the Sabaramati river, 
where the Nationalist leader squatted 
down in oriental fashion, and never 
breaking his silence, wrote a message 
with his fountain pen on a slip of 
brown paper. 


FRIEND OF ENGLAND 


"I am sorry that the vice-regal 


reply to my letter was cold and un- 
responsive," he said, "but I have 
certain conviction that my cause is 
just and that however much I am 
misunderstood, e^ery Englishman will 
in the near future admit that I was 
their true and wise friend."

Frankfort, Ky.—UP)—A live-year 


fight to keep Cumberland falls free 
from hydro-electric exploitation is 
ended with enactment of a bill by the 
Kentucy legislature 
accepting 
an 


offer of former United States Sena- 
tor T, Coleman DuPont of Delaware, 
to donate 5230,000 to buy tho falls 
and 2,200 acres for a state park. 


Mr. DuPont Is a native Kentuck- 


ian. Cumberland falls is the largest 
cataract east of the Mississippi ex- 
cept Xlagara. 


The last of the necessary legisla- 


tion was enacted at a session last 
night by the senate, after a spirited 
fight between the Democratic-eon- 
troled legislature and Gov. Flem D. 
Sampson, lone Republican state ad- 
ministrative officer. 
He vetoed the 


DuPont acceptance bill and a com- 
panion bill giving the state park com- 
mission power of eminent domain, 
but both were passed over his veto.

Pont bill over the veto by 20 to 11 
on the third roll-call, with not one 
vote to sp-re, the senate added to 
the state's primary road system a 
highway leading to the falls.

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AMERICA'S PEACE PLEDGE 
A counter proposal to the French 


demand for a security treaty has been 


- made by Secretary of State Stimson 


and Prime Minister MacDonald. The 


KBritish prime minister in a radio ad- 
.' dress outlines the plan as a "pledge-of 
. goodwill and pacific intentions." 
The 


exact phraseology is stated to be: 
"Each of our governments will direct 


• its thoughts and influences 
towards 


' securing and maintaining the peace of 


<• the world." This or a similar declara- 


tion France will be asked to accept by 
the signatories of the London treaty 
as a substitute for the direct guarantee 
of assistance she has asked in case of 
aggression. 


We do not think any American who 


is truly interested in the peace of the 
world could object to so vague and 
elastic a commitment. Whether it will 
satisfy France may be doubtful. 
It 


. even rejects the scheme of consultative 


action, originally conceived as a way 
out of the difficulty. It certainly is the 
least that Great Britain and the Unit- 
ed States could put forward for the 
satisfaction of France's fears. No one 
as a matter of fact could truly object 
to a pledge to consult in case of threat- 
ened war. It is what will take place in 
-any event under the Kellogg treaty. If 
that agreement means anything it 
means that its signatories will not be 
indifferent to its violation. Under the 
proposal made by Mr. MacDonald and 
Mr. Stimson, even a consultative com- . 
mitment is not underwriting the secur- . 


, 
ity of France. Neither party is bound 
to follow any definite course, nor to go 
•to the support of France in case she is 
attacked. 


The strongest implication that could 


1 be read into such a treaty would be ob- 
ligation to try and prevent a break by 
bringing moral pressure to bear upon 
the aggressor. It is obvious that na- 
tions rendered vulnerable by disarma- 
ment because of their geographical lo- 
cation and their political situation, arc 
not going to disarm without security 
undertakings of some character. We 
have carried the fetish of non-entang- 
ling alliances to the point where we 
make ourselves absurd if we refuse to 
consult with the principals of the Lon- 
don treaty in the event of threatened 
war. The Kellogg-Briand treaty moral- 
ly binds every signatory not only to 


, keep the peace but to use its best cf- 
. forts to see that the peace is not brok- 
en. We can split straws at London over 
nothing if we wish to, but it is not the 
way to lay solid foundations cither for 
disarmament or international under- 
standing and world peace. 


CANADIAN COOPERATION 


A bill to refuse clearance of vessels 


carrying liquor to the- United States 
has been introduced in the Canadian 
house of commons. It is sponsored by - 
Premier MacKenzie King and there- 
fore becomes a government measure. 
Jt creates a domestic issue on which 
the MacKenzie King ministry may fall, 
and may therefore conceivably result in 
forcing new general elections. Opinion 
at Ottawa is, however, that the gov- 
ernment will have no difficulty in mus- 
tering a majority for the- bill in 
the 


house. 
Of course it will precipitate 


sharp and possibly prolonged debate, 
but its passage is predicted. In the sen- 
ate it is said to have a narrower major- 
ity and yet the belief is that it will pass 
that body also. 


American opinion on this legislation 


may be defined by wet or dry leanings, 
but as a matter of fact it has no rela- 
tion to our own prohibition controver- 
sy. The action is recommended by ev- 
ery dictate of friendship and good re- 
lations with the United States. It is a 
courtesy due this country, and has both 
international precedent and 
common 


sense and justice to support it. It is the 
general practice of nations to give full 
force and validity to the laws of other 
countries, and not to encourage their 


citizens to disobey 
or evade those 


laws. 'For instance, European nations, 
in fact all nations, cooperate with the 
United States in the enforcement of its 
immigration laws. They are very strict 
and very fair in the regulation and 
control of emigration at its source. 


There are many other internal poli- 


cies of a like nature which other na- 
tions by courtesy as well as by legis- 
lation respect and help to validate. It is 
not an unreasonable cooperation to ask 
of Canada that she refuse clearance 
papers to vessels sailing from her ports 
which are clearly conspiring to violate 
the laws of the United States. It is a 
question, as we have said, that has 
nothing to do with the merits of pro- 
hibition one way or the other. It is a 
question of good faith and good pur- 
pose. We think, therefore, that the 
King government has undertaken a 
right policy. The most that can be said 
against it by the opposition is that it 
reduces to some extent Canadian reve- 
nues from the sale of liquor. Moreover, 
Canada has been formally requested by 
the United States to take measures of 
this kind. It is, therefore, doubly in- 
cumbent upon her to pass the govern- 
ment's bill and it is to be hoped, for 
the sake of good understanding be- 
•tween the two nations as well as the 
support of right principles of interna- 
tional relations, that the law will be 
passed. 


GREAT LAKES TRAFFIC 


The record of traffic on American 


waterways for last year is impressive, 
chiefly for the pre-eminence it shows 
of the Great lakes system. That chain 
of lakes and rivers carried 87,178,118,- 
000 ton-miles o£ freight. The immense 
total takes no account of shipments to 
Canadian ports, and ignores the heavy 
passenger traffic on the lakes. It repre- 
sents 91 per cent of all the freight car- 
ried on all our inland waterways to- 
gether, including the Mississippi and 
its tributaries. It is incomparably the 
greatest water-borne traffic of 
any 


fresh-water route in the world. 


Lake ports are pointing out that 


while taking care of 91 per cent of the 
inland Avaterway 
traffic, the 
Great 


lakes system only received 12 per cent 
of federal appropriations for rivers and 
harbors, which suggest that the vol- 
ume of traffic deserves more recogni- 
tion at Washington. The chief way in 
which this can be extended is to put 
through the St. Lawrence seaway with- 
out undue delay. For 10 years now 
this project has been under negotiation 
and discussion, but it is not yet au- 
thorized. Too much time has already 
been wasted and every year is costing 
shippers, producers and manufacturers 
in the Mid-west many millions of dol- 
lars. Anything which tends to facilitate 
and expand Great lakes commerce is of 
first importance. 


The traffic record of the Great lakes 


shows'how puny arc all of the interests 
marshaled by the city of Chicago in 
defense of its abstraction of water 
from Lake Michigan. It shows how 
trivial and inconsequential is the lakes- 
to-the-gulf waterway project, when 
measured against the Great lakes and 
their commerce. Wrc would a hundred 
times better dispense with a lakes-to- 
thc-gulf waterway entirely if it meant 
the taking of water from the Great 
lakes that in any way impaired naviga- 
tion. It shows Avhat a knavish thing it 
is to set the needs of the city of Chi- 
cago for sanitation and power pur- 
poses above Great lakes navigation and 
the interest of the Lake states. 


Chicago should not be permitted to 


abstract one inch of water from the 
Great lakes that lowers their levels and 
interferes with commerce. Nor in jus- 
tice should congress have the authority 
to grant such diversion if it is injuri- 
ous to the Great lakes. Chicago has 
Avhippcd up a campaign for the lakcs- 
to-the-gulf waterway to cover up her 
theft of water, a scheme which noisy 
and superficial politicians in certain 
sections may fall for but which when 
measured against the Great lakes wa- 
terway and the importance of conserv- 
ing it flattens out into nothing.

THE FIUST NAVAL SUBSIDY 


On March. 11, 1794, Congress granted Its first 


appropriation for the building of six warships. 


This action was taken after President Wash- 


ington sent a message to Congress describing 
the outrages committed by Algerian pirates on 
American Merchant vessels. Before this time the 
country was practically without a navy, largely 
from lack of money. 


"Work was bezun on the si$ frigates but ceas- 


ed when a treaty of peace was signed with the 
Dey of Algiers. In his annual address to Con- 
gress in December, 3796, the president strongly 
recommended laws for the gradual increase of 
the navy. Congress, which was slow to perceive 
the necessity of naval defense, grudgingly au- 
thorized the president to build, buy or hire 12 
vessels 
only after some French cruisers had 


molested traffic along the coast. 


This act was passed on April 27, 179S, and 


three days later a regular navy department was 
created separate from, tho department of war, 
of which it had previously been a part. Benja- 
min Stoddert of Georgetown, D. C, was maJc 
first secretary of the navy.

In a typical American mid-western 


city 861 operations were listed by 
the clinics lor all the hospitals in 
the month of May 1927, and of these 
406 were tonsillectomies. The city 
had a population of 350,000, nearly 
1,000 
physicians 50 of whom were 


nose and throat specialists. 


A pathologist of 
good standing 


whose name we need not mention 
here but will gladly give any in- 
terested physician, took it into his 
head, for some inscrutable reason, to 
examine 1,000 tonsils removed in a 
dispensary of this typical city, and 
this is what he found: 


Of tha thousand tonsils, 430 "did 


not reveal any evidence of gross 
change whatever." Two 
hundred 


and eighty of the thousand tonsils 
"were not altered except for cheesy 
crptic concretions (so-called cryptic 
catarrhaal tonsillitis). According to 
Weller, Swain, Davis and Kellert, 
all tonsils will at some time con- 
tain concretions, and since such a 
condition is not to be considered as 
evidence of serious 
disease there 


were thus 710 of the thousand ton- 
sils examined that had never been 
seriously affected."

Answer—Phenol 
Is the 
proper 


chemical name for the poison com- 
monly called carbolic acid. Prac- 
tically pure liquid phenol is some- 
times used to paint a line on the 
skin, to benumb for incision. Phenol 
or "carbolic acid" is so poisonous 
that it is no longer used as an an- 
tiseptic. Saline means salty. As a 
rule a strength of a rounded tea- 
spoonful of common table salt in 
each pint of boiled water is used as 
douche, Irrigation, eyewash or for a 
non-irritating wash for a burn or 
wound. That strength of salt is like 
the tears or that blood serum. Plain 
water is comparatively as irritating 
to every other .tissue as it is in the 
eye. 


Chlorinated Water 


As a commercial artist I do much 


fine detail work 
and 
engraving, 


which is probably hard on my eyes. 
I swim, in the T pool. The water 
contains chlorine, which I know is to 
destroy germs, but it makes my eyes 
smart and leaves them bloodshot for 
hours. Is the chlorine, harmful to 
such eyes as mine? 
(F. T. B.) 


Answer—No. It is necessary to 


make the pool half way safe for in- 
discriminate use. Don't open your 
eyes under water and don't dive. 
Perhaps a smearing of the edges of 
the lids with plain petrolatum from 
a clean source (such as your private 
collapsible tube) before entering the 
water would help protect the eyes 
from Irritation Are you sure 
lighting of your work is right?

To Restore Virginia Town 


EDITOR'S XOTE: This is the first 
of a series of three stories, describ- 
ing: the greatest restoration pro- 
ject ever attempted in this coun- 
try—John D. Rockefeller's rebuild- 
ing o'f the historic to-n-ri of 
AVil- 
liamsburpr, Va., capital of the pro- 
vince before the revolution. 
Mil- 
lions of dollars are being spent to 
restore WiHiamsbu'-g; to its colonial 
condition. This and the succeeding 
two articles tell how the job is be- 
ing done. 


Washington—Millions of dollars of 


John E>. Rockefeller's fortune are be- 
ing poured out in a little town a 
short distance south of here to bring 
colonial Virginia back, as a living 
reality, to the middle of the twen- 
tieth century. 


The old town of Williamsburg, Va.. 


capital of colonial Virginia in 
the 


days when Virginia ran all the way 
to the Mississippi 
river 
and 
the 


Great Lakes, is being rebuilt so that 
when completed it will look exactly 
as it looked before the Revolution. 


COSTS MANY MILJLJONS 


It is a stupendous task—probably 


the greatest restoration project ever 
attempted. Work has been in pro- 
gress for nearly three years and 
more than $5.000,000 has been spent; 
yet a. beginning has 
barely been 


made. It will be 10 years or 15, be- 
fore the job is done and many more 
millions will have to be expended. 


But at the finish Williamsburg 


will look exactly as id did two cen- 
turies ago. 
This project contrasts 
strikingly 


with Henry Ford's antique village at 
Dearborn, Mich. 


Like Rockefeller, Ford has 
put 


enormous sums into recreating 
the 


colonial atmosphere. But Ford's vil- 
lage is synthetic; that it, -its build- 
ings, all genuine antiques of historic 
interest, have been collected from all 
parts of the country and transplant- 
ed to Michigan. 
The 
Rockefeller 


project calls for the restoration.-of 
an old village on its own site. 


MANY WORKERS ARE BUSY 
Nothing is being 
left to 
guess- 


work. Research workers are busy 
in America, France, Scotland and 
England going into old documents 
in musty libraries for information. 
The plans for the royal governor's 
palace In "Williamsburg, for instance, 
were found buried in a British muse- 
um. Ten building architects and six 
landscape architects are at work, to- 
gether with many draftsmefi 
and 


engineers. 
Archaeologists 
are 
at 


work finding only foundations that 
had been completely forgotten. 


Sixty-eight buildings in Williams- 


burg which have been proved to date 
back to colonial days will be left as 
they 
are, 
with 
restoration 
and 


strengthening Wherever 
necessary. 


All modern buildings are being razed 
or moved away. Cement sidewalks 
are to be torn up and replaced by 
walks of brick or gravel. The re- 
stored houses will have electric lights 
—but all wires will be under ground. 


Most of the land and property in 


the colonial area has already 
been 


bought by the Rockefeller . holding 
company and the rest will be bought 
as soon as agreements on the price 
can be straightened out. 


All of this tremendous job owes iU 


inception to the' idea of otf5e man — 
Dr. William A. R. Goodwin, rector 


of the Brutton 
Parish 
Episcopal 


church. 


Dr. Goodwin was boi-n in Virginia 


and has long studied its historical 
traditions. 
Twenty-eight years ago 


he visioned the restoration of the 
old town. 


CONDITIONS ARE IDEAL 


He points out that Williamsburg 


is about the only place where such a 
thing is possible. 
' You could not reconstruct 
the 


old Xew York, Boston or Philadel- 
phia," he explains. "You might re- 
build the colonial houses, but you 
would have them surrounded by tow- 
ering skyscrapers. 
Here in Virginia 


the surrounding territory is the sam'e 
as it was 200 years ago. There are 
no tall buildings to mar the skyline 
of a rolling country." 


Dr. Goodwin nourished his idea 


for many years without seeing any 
chance that he would ever see it 
fulfilled. 
Then, three years ago, 


John 3^. Rockefeller, Jr., went 
to 


Williamsburg to attend the dedica- 
tion of the Phi Beta Kappa hall at 
William and Mary College, -which is 
located there. 


Dr. Goodwin unfolded his vision to 


Rockefeller. 
Rockefeller was 
in- 


stantly taken by it; and shortly af- 
ter he left, "Williamsburg was sur- 
prised to find the rector of an Epis- 
copal church quietly buying up resi- 
dential and business property whole- 
sale, all over the town—and paying 
cash for each purchase. 


ASKED TO EXPLAIN 


Amazement at last gave -way to 


alarm. 
In 1928 Dr. Goodwin was 


trj'ing to buy some public property 
and a town meeting was called. He 
was asked to explain and he did. 
The city promptly grew enthusiastic 
and voted to sell the required prop- 
erty. 


So now the work is going "orward 


in the open. Scores of laborers, car- 
penters and supervisors are on the 
job. 


Old colonial houses, taverns, shops 


and streets are being restored or 
rebuilt, so that the city, a few years 
hence, will look just as it did when 
George Washington, Patrick Henry, 
Lafa5-ette 
and 
Thomas 
Jefferson 


were there. The old Peachy House, 
on the Court House Green, where 
Rochambeau was quartered during 
the siege of Torktown, will be re- 
built so that the Frenchman's ghost, 
if it ever revisits the place, -will feel 
perfectly at home. 


If Washington should come back 


to lead 
his 
ragged 
Continentals 


through the streets, as he did in 1781 
after the victory at Yorktown, he 
would not see any change. Even the 
parlors and ballrooms 
where 
he 


courted and won tho Widow Custis 
will be as they were In his day. Land 
is now being examined for the brick- 
work traces of the' old formal gar- 
dens of the colonials, with their 
boxwood hedges; and these will be re- 
stored just as they used to be. 


When 
completed, 
Williamsburg 


will not be a. cardboard, modernized 
version of its old self. It will be its 
old self as far as it is humanly pos- 
sible to make it so.

The allowance for depre- 
ciation is intended to cover the esti- 
mated lessening in value of the orig- 
inal property, duo to wear and tear, 
decay, etc., which in time 
will 
re- 


quire the abandonment or replace- 
ment of the property, in spite of or- 
dinary current repairs. 
The cost 


of incidental repairs, vhich neither 
materially add to the. \alue of the 
property nor appreciably prolong itb 
life, may be deducted a^ a business 
expense, provided the plant or prop- 
erty account is not increased by the 
amount of such expenditures. 


If, however, the repairs are 
of 


such a kind as to make good the de- 
preciation, for example, a new floor 
or a new roof, the cost i? not de- 
ductible. The amount expended by 
a taxpayer during the taxable year 
for improvements, replacements, or 
renewals of a permanent nature is a 
capital expenditure, and may not be 
deducted from the gross income for 
such taxable year. The amount so 
expended should be charged directly 
to the property 
account or to 
a 


depreciation reserve 
account,

Women Told That Nothing 


Will Take Place of Par- 
ental Influence

New London—Parents and not the 


"World war or prohibition arc 
to 


blame for the deliquency of children 
ot today. Judge William Martin, said 
In a discussion of the juvenile court 
and its relations before a large group 
of members and friends of the New 
London "Women's study club at a 
guest day meeting at the horne of 
Mrs. F. J. Pfiefer, Beacon-ave. Lead- 
ing up to his subject the speaker as- 
serted that no country in the world 
but America has a juvenile court 
and pointed out further that no 
country but our own has so evident 
a need for one. Judge Martin did 
not attempt to gloss over the respon- 
sibilities 
ofc parents and especially 
that of mothers. He pointed out that 
the need of young people of today is 
a great one; that upon the present 
parents depends the future genera- 
tion; that greater brilliancy in the 
mental and • moral training of men 
and women of that generation will 
be needed in order to meet the multi- 
tude of dangers which confront the 


• youth of the country and that no 


court, no school, no possible outside 
influence can possibly take the place 
of the true parental training. 


The downfall of the 
American 


home was attributed to the frailities 
of young people. 
The downfall of 


Carthage and Home was caused by 
laxity in morals, of neglect' of relig- 
ion and -tho letting down of stand- 
ards. The same faults, he asserted 
may be the 
downfall of our own 


country If American parents fail in 
their duty to the youth of the age. 


Every child, he pointed out, has 


the right, to the fullest understanding, 
and confidence of his parents, con- 
tinued the speaker. He expects it 
and if he loses it through the selfish- 
ness of his parents, he loses the bal- 
ancing element in the structure of 
liis life. 
"I do not believe in divorce," he af- 


firmed. "It is but a substitute article 
for selfishness from which the child 
suffers. Every child is entitled to 
twenty-four hours 
daily 
guidance 


from his mother and no one, how- 
ever careful, can be delegated to sub- 
stitute a mother's love or a father's 
heroism." 


The speaker touched too upon the 


worth of the children's code, saying: 
"It is crude and imperfect,' but even 
in that state it is a godsend. 
"\Ve 


can now look to the parents instead 
of the child. "We can say to the par- 
ents when a child has been found 
delinquent, 'what have you done? 
what will you do?' " He lauded the 
work of men and women in the 
county who, though unnamed and 
asking no glory for their work, stand 
ready early and late to care for any 
boy or girl placed under their super- 
vision.

scientific methods than have ever 
existed in. this country before. 


Industrial leaders aro recognizing 


the 
value of the 
application of 


science to marketing as 
well as 


technical problems. "Rule of thumb" 
methods are being abandoned and 
supplanted by exact formulae. Some 
business, according to II. O. Moraw, 
of the chemical division of the de- 
partment of commerce, are "sleep- 
ing businesses;" that is, they are in 
ri comatose state until a new pro- 
duct of a new use awakens them. De- 
velopment of these products 
and 


uses serves as a stimulus for busi- 
ness in 'general.

Coal In one form or another is one 


of the most important items in world 
economics, according to Mr. Moraw, 
j et the amount of coal used in the 
last year was only 5 per cent greater 
than that used in 1913. World coal 
consumption was practically station- 
ary during those seven years. It is 
now agreed that the best chance <zoal 
lias for future development is as raw 
material for chemicals. The distilla- 
tion of coal and the utilization of 
coal tar products are preeminently 
important, as is its hydrogenation. 
The hydrogenation of petroleum is of 
equal1 value and now the two are be- 
ing worked out together by chem- 
ists.

BUREAU MODIFIES 


PROPAGATION OF 


PEARL MUSSELS 


Will Discontinue Work in 
" Certain Areas of Upper 


Mississippi 


(Post-Crescent Washington Bureau) 
Washington—Important 
modifica- 
tions in regard to the propagation of 
fresh-water pearl mussels in the Mis- 
sissippi valley have been made by 
the Bureau of Fisheries because of 
the growing pollution of the upper 
Mississippi district. 


The Bureau of Fisheries will dis- 


continue mussel propagation in cer- 
tain areas of the upper Mississippi 


• valley which -were formerly produc- 
tive but \\hich are now faced with 
economic exhaustion and which are 
virtually impossible to restore to a 
state of productivity. Work will be 
concentrated in areas in which pollu- 
tion and economic waste are not, 
at present, factors. 
Statistics show a startling decline 


in mussel production in the upper 
Mississippi river, particularly In the 
Lake Pepin region. In 1914-15, Lake 
Pepin produced 3,000 to 4,000 tons of 
commercial shells compared to not 
more than 150 tons in 1919- Only a 
few areas between Lake Pepin and 
New Boston are still commercially 
productive of mussels. 


Conditions in this area of the Mis- 
sippi are generally not suitable for 
the development of mussel spawn, 
as the greater part of spawn exam- 
ined in this territory was found to 
be useless for propagation purposes 
•with an apparent failure of ^natural 
reproduction for several years. This 


is probably due to the pollution of 
the waters from municipal and indus- 
trial waste to which mussel spawn 
is extremely sensitive. 
The pollu- 


tion of the upper Mississippi district 
is rapidly becoming acute 
and is 


threatening the existence of all aqua- 
tic life, according to the Bureau of 
Fisheries. 
Because of these unfavorable con- 


ditions in. the upper Mississippi re- 
gion, the Bureau's older methods of 
mussell propagation by the infection 
of fish taken in the course of rescue 
operations will be suspended, and if 
an adequate supply of healthy mus- 
sel spawn is obtainable, the 
Ellis 


method of attificial propagation will 
be placed on a producing basis dur- 
ing the current season. 
Juvenile mussels p'roduccd in the 


bureau's hatcheries will be planted 
only m waters of suitable chemical 
composition known to be definitelj 
free from domestic or trade wastes 
and free from sudden fluctuations in 
water level. Suitable guarantees of 
protection must be afforded by state 
authorities where plantings are un- 
dertaken. 


It is believed by the bureau that 


many waters suitable for these un- 
dertakings are available and that it 
will be possible, by careful adminis- 
tration and improved methods of pro- 
pagation such as those recently per- 
fected at the Fairpoit, Iowa, stati.on, 
and the University of Missouri, to 
increase 
materially the supply of 


mussels which furnish the raw ma- 
terial of the $8,000,000 American pear) 
button industry. 
These changes in propagation and 


conservation methods were adopted 
as the result of a conference of Bu- 
reau of Fisheries officers and investi- 
gators held in Washington February 
17 to 20.

Washington—With 944 lake fish- 


ermen catching 11,001,112 pounds of 
fish valued at $1,168,816, Wisconsin 
was second only to Michigan in the 
value of the catch compared •with 
the catches of all other lake fisheries 
of the United States during- 192S, 
according to the Bureau of Fisheries. 


These lake fisheries, located on 


Lakes Ontario, 12ric, Huron, Miclu- 
san and Superior, and Lake of the 
Woods, Rainy L.ake and Namakan 
Lake, made a total catch of 63,368,- 
467 pounds of fish valued at $5,960,- 
784 in 1928. 
They employed 5,438 


fishermen, 1,531 of •whom •weie in 
the vessel fisheries, and the other 3,- 
907 in the boat and shore fisheries. 


Lake Erie was the most important 


fishing area in respect to the quanti- 
ty of the catch with a. production of 
19,643,170 pounds of fish valued at 
?1,575,888. 
Although Lake Michi- 


gan ranked second in quantity with 
17,998,657 pounds, it wa-3 first in 
value, due mainly to the large catch 
of lake trout which commands a 
higher price. Lake Michigan's catch 
was valued at $2,332,011.
